Exports  of  wheat,   including  flour  in  terms  of  grain,  from  the  four 
principal  porting  countries  of  the  world  totaled  a, out  25E 3  mxllxon  oushels 
from  July  through  January  of  the  current  marketing  year.    Despite  the  un 
usually  larKe  crops  harvested  in  most  of  the  important  wheat-producing 
I  unSes  of  to  world,  shipments  from  the  United  States,  Canada  Ausralia, 
and  Argentina  totaled  about  50  million  oushels  above  the  ^«^^fr^ 
for  last  year.    The  United  States  exported  more  than  52  million  Oushels 
marked  increase  over  the  shipments  during  July-January  1937-38  and  aoout 
five  times  as  much  as  was  exported  in  the  corresponding  period  of  19^  3?. 
Total  annual  exports  during  1930-31  to  1934-35  averaged  only  ah out  11 
million  bushels  above  the  shipments  of  the  first  7  months^this  season  but 
were  of  course  considerably  below  the  average  of  1925-26  to  1929-30,  when 
the  United  States  was  a  heavy  exporter  of  wheat.

Wheat  exports  from  the  United  States  during  July-January  went 
largely  to  European  countries,  over  a  third  of  the  total  having  bean 
shipped  to  the  British  Isles.    More  than  18  percent  was  exported  to  the 
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Netherlands  and  nearly  10  percent  to  Belgium.     In  all,  European  countries 
have  taken  71  percent  of  the  total  as  compared  with  64  and  23  percent, 
respectively,  during  July-January  1937-38  and  1S36-37.    A  larger  volume 
of  United  States  wheat, .practically  all  in  the  form  of  flour,  has  gone 
to  the  Orient  this  season  than  in  the  2  previous  years,  "but  most  other  - 
non-European  countries,  with  the  exception  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  have 
taken  less  or  about  the  same  as  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1937-38. 

EUROPEAN  COTTON  SITUATION  SHOWS  NO  IMPROVEMENT 

There  was  no  major  change  in  the  European  cotton  situation 
during  the  month  of  January,  according  to  a  report  received  from 
Agricultural  Commissioner  A.  W.  Palmer  in  the  London  office  of  the  For- 
eign Agricultural  Service.    Anxiety  over  international  political  affairs 
dampened  "buying  initiative  and  also  had  the  effect  of  restraining  .normal 
mill  activity. 

American  cotton  for  future  delivery  was  quoted  successively  lower;, 
deliveries  in  the  months  of  heavy  movement  of  the  1939  crop  were  priced 
at  more  thrn  a  cent  a  pound  under  early  futures.     This  factor  had  the  .. 
influence  of  spurring  liquidation,  whether  of  cotton  or  goods,,  and  also 
of  restricting  new  "buying  to  small  quantities  for  early  delivery.  With 
no  improvement  in  the  international  political  situation  the  hand-to-mouth 
trading  is  expected  to  continue.     Definite  improvement  in  the  political 
outlook  would  probably  "bring  about  some  increase  in  trade  activity  in 
the  remaining  months  of  the  season. 

Inventories  of  stock  in  channels  of  trade  appear  to  have,  "been 
reduced.     With  normal  conditions,   these  will  later  have  to  be  made  good. 

Spinners,   in  an  effort  to  keep  a  program  of  continuous  operation 
and  to  meet  the  intensive  competition  in  most  of  the  free-exchange,  coun- 
tries were  more  interested  than  usual  in  cheap  cotton.     Brazilian  cottons, 
which  were  priced  to  sell  freely,  were  moving  into  consumption  with  more 
than  usual  ease . 

ITALY  DOUBLES  COTTON  PRODUCTION 

The  Italian  cotton  crop  for  1938  has  been  officially  estimated  at 
43,800  bales  of  478  pounds  compared  with  19,500  bales  produced  last  sea- 
son, according  to  information  received  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 

Since  1935,   Italy  has  been  doubling  production  of  cotton  each 
successive  year,  with  Sicily,   the  principal  Province,  accounting  for 
about  90  percent  of  total  production.     It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during 
the  period  of  the  American  Civil  War,  Italy  produced  approximately  92,000 
bales  of  cotton  annually  on  an  area  of  around  215,000  acres;  but,  as  soon 
as  the  South  was  able  to  produce  and  export  cotton  again  under  normal 
conditions,   Italy's  production  declined.

Italian  imports  of  raw  cotton  in  1938  decreased  6  percent  from  the 
total  imported  the  previous  year  "but  showed  a  14-percent  decrease  compared 
with  the  5-year  average  for  1931-1935.     Although,  the  1938  production  was  more 
than  double  that  of  1937,   the  increase  in  the  domestic  crop  did  not  offset 
the  decline  in  imports.

SWITZERLAND  INCREASES  DOMESTIC  TOBACCO  SUPPLY 

Production  of  tobacco  in  Switzerland  in  1938  totaled  approximately 
3  million  pounds  compared  with  an  average  crop  of  2.2  million  pounds  during 
the  period  1934-1937,  according  to  reports  received  in  the  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural Service  from  American  Consul  General  Arthur  C.  Frost,  at  Zurich.  A 
preferential  tax  allowance  on  domestic  leaf  tobacco  is  influencing  Swiss 
manufacturers  to  make  greater  use  of  that  product  for  pipe  tobacco  and  the 
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cheaper  cigarettes.  ,  Another  important  factor  in  the  situation  is  a  decline 
in  the  value  of  the  Swiss  franc,  whtctoV-'In^-efi^c^'^^KSs ^Increased  the  price 
of  imported  tobacco .

Total  tobacco  imports,  however,  were  down  only  a  little  in  1938  and 
totaled  about  16  million  pounds,  including,  stems.     Switzerland  will  always 
be  largely  dependent  upon  imports  of  leaf  tobacco  to  supply  factories, " as  - 
the  scarcity  of  land  and  urgent  demand  for  food  crops  keep  the  domestic 
crop  far  below  consumption  requirements.     The  United  States  furnishes  most

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NOVA  SCOTIA  INCREASES  APPLE  EXPORTS  ' 

Apple  exports  from  Nova  Scotie.  for  the  1938-39  season  reached 
1,708,000  "barrels  by  February  23,  according  to  a  report  from  Consul  Hugh 
S.  Miller  at  Yarmouth.  .  The  comparable  figure  for  1937-38  was  1,236,000 
barrels.     It  is  estimated  that  the  current  figure  represent s 'about  80 
percent  of  the  apples  available  for  export  from  the  1938  crop.     As  usual, 
most  of  this  year's  exports  have  gone  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

CALIFORNIA  GBAPE  SHIPMENTS  TO  UNITED  KINGDOM  BEACH  NEW  HIGH 

Receipts  of  California  grapes  in  British  markets  during  the  1938-39 
season  constituted  a  new  record.     According  to  a  tabulation  prepared  by 
the  Imperial  Economic  Committee,  at  the  close  of  the  past  season  in 
January,  about  1,121,000  packages  had  been  received  in  the  United  Kingdom 
as  compared  with  787,000  packages  in  1937-38.     Shipments  direct  from 
Pacific  Coast  ports  represented  about  80  percent  of  receipts.     The  prin- 
cipal British  markets  for  California  grapes  were  London,  which  took  50 
percent  of  the  shipments,  and  Liverpool,  25  percent,  with  the  remainder 
going  to  Glasgow  and  Southhampton.

BRAZIL  EXPORTS  MORE  LARD 


Brazil  exported  2,464,000  pounds  of  lard  from  the  State  of  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul  in  1938,  according  to  unofficial  figures  quoted  by  American 
Vice  Consul  Guy  W.  Ray  at  Porto  Alegre.     Of  this  total,   1,120,000  pounds 
were  taken  by  England  and  1,344,000  pounds  by  Germany.     Exports  in  1938 
compared  favorably  with  the  exports  of  16,800  pounds  in  1937  but  were 
considerably  below  those  of  any  of  the  preceding  4  years,  which  averaged 
12,346,000  pounds.     Prior  to  1933,   exports  of  lard  were  negligible. 
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During  January  1939,   two  shipments  of  lard,   or  about  2,184,000 
pounds,  were  shipped  to  Germany  on  a  barter  basis.    During  the  past  2  years, 
it  is  reported  that  Germany  has  endeavored  to  buy  large  quantities  of  lard 
from  Brazil.     Shipments  to  that  country,  however,  have  been  limited,  ac- 
cording to  officials  of  the  Meat  Institute  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  for  the 
following  reasons:     (l)  Prices  offered  by  German  buyers  were  no  better 
than  prices  obtainable  on  the  domestic  market;   (2)  local  dealers  did  not 
care  to  sell  for  compensation  marks  (or  on  a  barter  basis);  (3)  lard  was 
not  available  in  the  large  quantities  desired  by  Germany. 

Local  dealers  report  that  the  amount  of  Brazilian  lard  exported  to 
Europe  depends  largely  on  prices  of  the  United  States  product.     This  fact 
accounts  for  the  heavy  shipments  during  the  period  1934-1936,  when  United 
States  prices  were  high  as  a  result  of  drought  conditions,  and  for  the 
subsequent  decline.     During  the  past  2  years,  also,   the  Brazilian  lard  and 
meat  industry  has  been  in  the  process  of  reorganization. 

•     BRITISH  HAM  QUOTA  TO  UK I TED  STATES  LARGER 

The  British  Board  of  Trade  has  granted  the  United  States  an  import 
allocation  of  approximately  12,  633,000  pounds  of  ham  and  807,000  pounds  of 
bacon  for  the  2  months  May  and  June.     The  ham  allotment  represents  approxi- 
mately 22.5  percent  of  the  estimated  annual  quota.     For  the  January-June 
period,  the  allocation  of  28,000,000  pounds  represents  approximately  50  per- 
cent of  the  annual  total  guaranteed  the  United  States  under  the  Anglo-American 
trade  agreement.     The  total  permitted  imports  of  cured  pork  for  the  first 
half  of  1939,  31,249,000  pounds,   is  an  increase  over  the  comparable  1938 
quota  of  about  32  percent.
